The reply filed on June 29, 2004 is not fully responsive to the Office action mailed September 24, 2003 because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant's response does not comply with the revised amendment practice of 37 CFR 1.121. Applicant has 
amended several paragraphs of the specification. However, while the amendments show the marked changes, the full text of the 
replacement paragraphs were not presented for paragraphs [0074], [0076], [0077], [0080], [0081], and [0083], as required. Further, 
regarding paragraph [0065]: this paragraph appears as one of the paragraphs in the section for specification amendments. However, 
markings showing the changes do not appear. The paragraph is much shorter than the paragraph in the original specification. In the 
remarks section, Applicant indicates that the first sentence of paragraph [0065] was included for the Examiner's convenience 
(response, page 3). However, the paragraph should not be included in the section presenting amendments to the specification if no 
amendments are intended. Applicant also requested clarity of the Examiner's concern regarding this paragraph. After fiirther review, 
the Examiner withdraws the objection to paragraph [0065]. 

Furthermore, Applicant is reminded for further submissions that each section of an amendment document (e.g., specification 
amendments, claim amendments, remarks, etc.) must begin on a separate sheet. Page 3 of the response submitted June 29, 2004 has 
parts of different sections. Finally, as the specification amendments are the only section of the response submitted June 29, 2004 that 
is not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121, Applicant should not re-submit amendments to other sections of the application. Smce the 
above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, Apphcant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS firom the mailing date 
of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS
